Libel suits asking demages to the amount 
of $150,000 were filed in the Superior court 
of Cook county yesterday afternoon by Post- 
master F. A. Busse against William Ran- 
dolph Hearst.

HEARST’S CHICAGO EXAMINER. 
There are in all six libel suits, each for 


$25,000 damages, based on cartoons and edj- 
torial roasts, three of which appeared in the 
American and the others in the Examiner, 
all within the last three days. 

_* Criminal Suits Will Follow. 

While these actions are of a civil nature 
only it is admitted that proceedings charging 
criminal libel will be instigated within a few 
days if the slanderous and false attacks on 
Mr. Busse’s character are continued wr the 
Hearst newspapers. 

Only the preecipe to the six suits wae filed 
yesterday. Scott, Bancroft, Lord & Stephens 
are Mr. Busse’s attorneys. The declarations 
themselves will be filed early next week, and 
regardless of the outcome of the election on 
Tuesday they will be prosecuted with vigor. 
Mr. Busse is determined that the slander- 
ous attacks upon his reputation shall cease, 

Result of Vicious Slander. 

The cartoons and articies complained of 
have been produced by Mr. Hearst's horde 
of journalists and artists from New York. 
The cartoons in general have pictured Mr. 
Buase as a distorted, piglike creature, open- 
ing the doors of the city to the supposed dep- 
redations of Wall street capitai, and were 
evidently intended not only to cast contume- 
ly upon the republican candidate for mayor, 
but to pander to class feelings as weil.

Mr. Busse has a reputation for honesty and 
uprightness in this community and he does 
not propose to have it slandered by a crowd 
of New Yorkers.” 


Statement by Mr. Busse. 
. Mr. Busse late at night issued the following 
statement: 

“To my fellow citizens: Nobody under- 
stands better than I do that a man must stand 
his share of unmerited abuse if he becomes a 
candidate for office, and the higher the office 
the more abuse he must stand. I have beena 
candidate before, and I have had something 
to do with the candidacies of other men. In 
my experience, a political contest always has 
been regarded as a fight. 

‘But I have always tried to fight fair. I 
have taken my medicine with good counten- 
ance, and I have supposed that other full 
grown men would follow the same course. 

“It Kas developed in this campaign that 
there are people among us who cannot do 
that. Nobody can accuse me of ever having 
descended to personal abuse of any kind di- 
rected against an opponent for office, and 
I had a right to expect that Mayor Dunne 
would ai@ me in drawing into full public con- 
sideration the important issues of this cam- 
paign and discountenance in his allies, as I 
would in mine, any attempt to divert the 
minds of the voters to false and sianderous 
statements based upon coerced and perjured 
affidavits. 

Has Nothing to Conceal. 

‘“‘Boon after this contest began it was 
brought to my attention that many atrocious- 
ly scandalous stories about me were being cir- 
culated in underground ways throughout the 
city. made up my mind to ignore attacks 
of this character. I have lived in Chicago 
gince the day I was born. I have lived inthe 
same neighborhood all the time I have 
never tried to conceal my movements or 
actions by day or night. 

“T am satisfied to leave my reputation to 
my neighbors and the people who have known 
me since I could walk. Within the last week 
stories have appeared in the Hearst newspa- 
pers in maliciously false terma, the apparent 
purpose of which is to hold me up as 4 
tough, a gunfighter, and an all around dis- 
reputable and dangerous citizen. In so fir 
as my own feelings are concerned, I would be 
satisfied to ignore these attacks, but there are 
others to be considered. 

“TI owe it to my mother and my sister, to 
gay nothing of the loyal friends who have 
stood by me through this peouliar campaign, 
to take some action in regard to these mali- 
clously false reports. The only action I can 
take recognized by law is to bring my aoc- 
cusers to a place where they must answer 
under oath, and where their falsehoods can 
be disproved. 

“The gutters of this city have been raked 
with @ fine tooth comb in the effort to manu- 
facture damaging statements concerning me. 
Incidents have been dug up to be distorted 
into the appearance of serious offenses.

Federation Teachers Hold Up 
Busse as Ogre to Children. 


CAMPAIGN FOR DUNNE FAILS 


Parents, Instead of Being Influenced, 
Resent Petty Politics. 


Mayor Dunne has invaded the public 
school children for votes. In schools in vari- 
ous sections of the city federation school 
teachers jwho salaam to Margaret Haley 
made stump speeches from their desks. 

They taid brand new issues before the chil- 
dren and they pleaded with their little shock 
headed charges to get out and work for the 
election of ayor Dunne. They begged 
children 6 yedrs old for their suffrage, they 
implored them to go home to their parents 
and tell them how to vote. The appeal was 
made on Thursday in especial strength. 
There was no school yesterday, 

Then certain of the teachers told the chil- 
drén that’ Fred A. Busse’s election would 
meam that they would have to go to school 
on Saturdays instead of being allowed to 
romp and play; that school would last an 
hour longer on the other days of the week; 
that corporal punishment, the dreaded ruler 
and rod, would be returned to the school with 
the election of Mr. Busse, and that the school 
teachers would not get enough pay to en- 
able them to buy three daily meals. And 
they made some of the children feel so bed 
that, like Mr. Dunne, they began to weep. 


Parents Indignant at Breach. 

Parents of pupile in the Burley, Yale, Ray, 
and the John Fiske schools were indignant 
over the actionjof the teachers. Two of the 
parents wrote letters of protest to Tux 
TRIBUNE; otherw called and made their pro- 
tests in person. They characterized the per- 
formance as an outrage. One of the enraged 
parents is himself a school board member. 

‘My boy came to me yesterday,” he said, 
“and said that his teacher had told the 
members of his class that if Busse were 
elected they would have sto go to school 
on Saturday. He begged me to vote for 
Dunne. I shall take steps after election day 
to have this whole disgraceful affair inves- 
tigated.”’

President of Real Estate Board Speaks 
for Traction Ordinances in Y. M. C. A.

The first of a series of lectures on the rea! 
estate business, 
fered by the Central Y. M. C. A. to young 
men, was delivered last night in the Y. M. 
C. A. guditorium by Edward 8. Judd, presi- 
dent of the real estate board. The title 
of Mr. Judd’s address was ‘‘ The Real Es- 
tate Business as a Profession.’’ Its pur- 
pose was to give a general survey of the 
qualification for and the duties of an agent. 

While in no sense a political meeting, the 
traction ,question cropped out. Mr. Judd 
was telling of’the good effect ‘on a com- 
munity which results when citigens are land 
or home owners. 

“Chicago has many home owners, and 
just now these men are working for the 
immediate settlement of the traction ques- 
tion,” he said. “ They know this is to their 
interests and those of the city ae well. The 
owner of a home is a better citizen. He 
wants clean streets and better conditions 
generally for his city. It has been shown 
that land owners pay four-fifths of all taxes, 
and thus form the bone and sinew of the 
nation.” - 

An interesting feature brought out by Mr. 
Judd was that at the auction of the school 
section in 1883 the average price per acre 
was $6.72.

But the Dunne administration has 
got away from this idea. 

Charles H. Mitchell, who was made special 
assessment attorney for the city at the 
orders of Hearst, and who was a candidate 
for judge on Hearst's Independence league 
ticket last fall, has a selected list of ‘“ real 
estate men’ who testify when occasion de- 
mands, and draw fees accordingly. The 
money drawn from the city treasury in the 
last twelve months by these “expert wit- 
nesses" came to these sums:

Some Really Sell Land. 

A few of these “‘expert”’ witnesses really do 
a real estate business. This is true of Mr. 
Burg, who has an office out in the Thirty- 
fourth ward and was suggested by Ald. Ko- 
hout when some outlying property was in 
question. Most of them, however, have little 
other business than that of ‘“‘expert wit- 
ness."" Some do not even pretend to main- 
tain an office. 

In spite of the money they get from the city 
they seem to be an improvident set, also. In 
looking over the vouchers in the city control- 
ler’s office one to P. M. Walsh for §75 showed 
unmistakably the claim had been sold to L. B. 
Clingman, a loan agent, before being cashed. 

James H. (Cap.) Farrell is known to all 
people in Chicago. He is grand marshal! of 
the County Democracy Marching club, which 
some time ago gave him a “‘benefit’’ dance. 
Ever since he graduated from bartending 
into politics he has called himself a real es- 
tate man, and when business was prosperous 
did once keep an office, although it had no 
clerical assistance and was locked most of 
the time. Of late years he has not even done 
this. . : 

Timothy J. Ryan is an old time politician. 
He once was chief clerk of the wear side as- 
sessor's Office, and since then has held other 
positions. His bill is the second largest on 
the list. 

Need Watch on Payments. 

The manner in which these “ expert wit- 
nesses "’ are paid would indicate some need 
for better business methods In the city hall. 
Special Assessment Attorney Mitchell ac- 
knowledged this whem he volunteered the 
statement: ‘I could put in false bills if I 
wanted to, but I prefer to be honest." 

As things go now the “ expert’ puts ina 
bill to Mitchell. He “ O. K.’8"' it, and on this 
voucher the “‘ expert "is paid. There is noth- 
ing in Mitchell's office to show what has

A rousing demonstration in support of the 
traction ordinances marked the final mass 
meeting of the Straphangers’ league yes- 
terday noon in McVicker’s theater. Two 
thousand voters listened for nearly two hours 
to an address by Walter L. Fisher. 

Mr. Fisher denounced the democratic cam- 

paign leaders for twisting the traction ques- 
tion maliciously to satisfy their own po- 
litical ambitions. When he referred to the 
opponents of the traction ordinances there 
was a@ spontaneous outbreak of hisses all 
over the house. Some of the citizens shouted 
“Down with Hearst,”’ while others applauded 
Mr. Fisher’s criticism of the Hearst methods 
of political warfare. Every straphanger in 
the audience voiced his unflagging support of 
the ordinances and of the general plan of 
settlement. ‘ 
“ Any man who misrepresents the traction 
issue for his own political advantage ought 
to be run out of effice,”’ declared Mr. Fisher. 
“Such slurs as have been cast upon the 
pending ordinances are unworthy of the 
slightest attention except as a reflection of 
the political methods of those opposing the 
passage of the measures. 


Mayor Always for Delay. 

“ Our mayor is one of those men who will 
not do his best today, because he wants to 
postpone doing the best he. can until tomor- 
row. He always wants to delay action. He 
will not do the best he can today, because 
he dreams he will do his best tomorrow. A 
man of action does today what can be ac- 
complished“today. He does not wait until 
tomorrow. He goes ahead with today’s 
Guties and takes advant of the best oppor- 
tunities of the present. e does not sit down 
dissatistied and do nothing simply because he 
hopes to do something better tomorrow. 
That kind of a man never does anything. 

“Mayor Dunne two years ago promised to 
start condemnation proceedings against the 
street railways before the snow. came.

“TI regret exceedingly,” said Mr. Busee, 
as he got up from his chair to greet his vis- 
itor, “ that I could not meet you, but you see 
I still am laid up.” 

“ You have paid enough, visits to Washing- 
ton,” said Mr. Hitchcock laughingl$. “ I 
think it is my turn to call on you.” 

They talked for an hour or 80, entirely on 
postoffice matters, and then tHe assistant 
postmaster general continued his inspection 
of the substations on the north and west 
sides. In the afternoon he visited the south 
side stations, went through the main office 
and the tunnels. 


High Opinion of Busse. 


“Down in Washington,” said Mr. Hitch- 
cock in the evening, ‘ we bavea higk opinion 
of Mr. Busse as a men and as an adminis- 
trative official. The record he has made in 
the postoffice here is something to be proud of. 
I did not realize how much he had accom- 
plished until I personally inspected the office. 

** Mr. Busse k hold of the office ata try- 
ing time. It had just been moved. The ma- 
chinery, intricate and to a great extent an 
experiment, used for expediting the handling 
of mails had to be shifted and in many in- 
stances supplanted by new devices. The men 
were working overtime and even then the 
business of the office was not handled as 
promptly as could be desired. 

‘By bending every energy in his enthu- 
siastic manner, by familiarizing himeelf 
thoroughly with every detail, by harmonizing, 
systematizing, and concentrating, Mr. Busse 
brought order out of chaos. He has demon- 
strated that he possesses administrative 
ability to a remarkable degree. I doubt if 
there is another man anywhere who could 
succeed as he has done in the comparatively 
short time that he has been postmaster. 

“TIT have been all over the office today and 
have visited several of the carrier stations. 
I found everything in a satisfactory and 
praiseworthy condition.

Burglar Confesses He Also 
Stole Jewels from Residence 
of George Castle.

John T. Edwards, known as the “ dandy 
coon burglar,” arrested on suspicion for the } 
diamond robbery at the residence of George 
Castle, 470 North State street, last Sunday, 
, confessed to Capt. P. D. O’Brien, head of the 
detective bureau, yesterday morning that 
he had robbed both the Castle residence and 
the residence of Robert G. McGann, 99 Pear- 
son street, on Feb. 9. 
' Edwards’ loot from these two places, 
mostly diamonds, was worth, approximately, 
$16,000. He received $1,800 for it, according 
to his story, from Samuel Silverman, a pawn- 
broker at 8028 State street. Although Silver- 
man was arrested and his placesearched, no 
trace of the stolen jewelry was found. The 
police think Silverman has hidden it. The 
pawnbroker denies he received the property, 
but there is much circumstantial evidence 
to back up Edwards’ story. 
Edwards, who was arrested on Thursday 
at Twenty-second street and Indiana avenue 
by Detectives Coyle and O’Brien, was sent to 
the penitentiary for three years in 10908 for 
an $8000 robbery at the residence of Joseph 
BE. Otis, 2882 Prairie avenue, president of 
the Western Trust and Savings bank. Since 
that time he has been in prison for a short 
term in Waupun, Wis., for theft. 


Never Carries Burglar. Tools.

the losses in the market values would have 
been had the TWnion Pacific taken Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern stock for all 
its Northern Securities stock and held on 
to the securities of the two HII roads down 
to the present. The statement was prepared 
by William Mahl, comtroller of the prin- 
cipal Harriman railroad systems. 


Loss Might Be $45,224,772. 

From titis statement it appears that if 
the Union Pacific had retained all its North- 
ern Pacific and Great Northern stock, ip- 
stead of selling the larger part of it for a 
total of $116,847,958, the holdings sold would 
have been worth, according to the average 
prices March 28, $71,623,281, a loss in market 
value of $45,224,772, as against a loss in 
market values of $23,046,866 in the securities 
purchased with the proceeds of the' sale of 
the Hill stocks. Mr. Harriman said tonfght, 
however, that the thing he desired to em- 
phasize about the operation was the Income 
feature. 

“We carried the whole thing through with 
the income phase of it in view,’ he ex- 
plained. *“‘That is what I tried to make 
clear during the inquiry by the interstate 
commerce commission.” 

Mr. Mahl’s statement shows that, at 7 per 
cent, the year’s dividends on the shares 
sold amounted to $3,086,520.78, whereas the 
dividends on the securities purchased for 
the investment account, approximating in 
their cost the amount realized from the 
sale of the Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern, amounted to $5,545,450. The increase in 
income thus shown is $2,458,529.22. 

Bears in Canadian Pacific Badly Hit. 

If any trader who was short 1,000 shares 
of Canadian Pacific stock was absent from 
Wall street today in the idea that little 
would be done on Good Friday, his va- 
cation cost him $15,000. The day also was 
expensive to some of the shorts who were 
attending to business, for not all were able 
to cover. In the most sensational advance 
made by any stock this year, Canadian Pa- 
cific went all the way from 167, the opening 
price, to 182 at the closing. 

In the panicky days of March 13 and 14, 
Canadian Pacific held relatively well, de- 
clining only to 167 on March 14, a loss of but 
ten points in two days. In the early days of 
last week the stock also was much stronger 
than any other security giving the same divi- 
dend return. 

There was, accordingly, a concerted bear 
raid on the stock on Friday and Saturday of 
last week, and in the two days the price was 
driven to 155, and the last sale of Saturday 
showed a loss of 13% points for the two days.

WANT ROOSEVELT NOMINATED. 


Republicans in Tennessee Legislature 
Call on Members of Party to Name 
President for Another Term. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 29.—Republican 
members of the Tennessee legislature in. a 
joint caucus tonight unanimously adopted 
resolutions appealing to republicans through- 
out the nation to renominate Theodore 
Roosevelt for another term as president. 
The resohitions declare that a renomination 
of President Roosevelt will not be for a 
third time but his second term, which is but 
a just recognition of duty well performed.

dent Roosevelt and was jhe subject of some 
discussion between him and the members of 
his cabinet after the cabinet meeting today. 

The measures taken by Secretary Cortel- 
you seem to have quieted the New York sit- 
uation, but the president recognizes that con- 
fidence is an elusive thing which disappears 
rapidly and returns slowly. He talked with 
a number of callers today as to the advisa- 
bility of making a speech at Springfield, but 
has reached no final decision. Tonight the 
charices seem to be against his going to the 
Illinois capital. , 

The president's unwillingness to speak at 
this time arises out of his fear that anything 
he might say will be misinterpreted. He will 
be put in the position of having to defend 
himself against the charge that heis respon- 
sible for the present financial and industrial 


depression. , 

Anything farther away from thetruth can- 
not be imagined. What he has been doing for 
several months'past has been to collect in- 
formation which will guide him in framing 
his speeches this summer and falland formu- 
lating his recommendations for his next an- 
nual Message. 

Rail Laws Important. 

The subject of railroad regulation is so 
comprehensive, it affects so. intimately the 
prosperity of every individual in the country 
that the president has no desire to go off 
“half cocked.” He wants to be sure of his 
ground before he takes any step. Should he 
make a speech at Springfield there is no 
doubt that he would take advantage of the 
occasion to place the blame for the present 
timidity on the railroads themselves, par- 
ticularly upon such menas Harriman, whose 
juggling of values is responsible for the loss 
of confidence not only in the securities of the 
Union Pacific and its allied lines but of other 
railroad properties. 

It is likely also that the president would 
express his disapproval of the stringént laws 
enacted by state legislatures and indicate 
his belief that it would be the part of wis- 
dom, and that, indeed, it is necessary forthe 
states to be content to permit the nation to 
take care of their interests by means of in- 
terstate regulation. If he can bring the 
states tO this view there is not the slightest 
doubt that there will be codperation between 
him and the railroad presidents to secure 
comprehensive legislation at the next sessiqu 
of congress.

NOT TO BE CONFISCATED. 


Says Nation Ought to Own Trunk 
Lines, States the Branch 
Systems. 


Boston, Mags., March 20.—H.:-M. Whitney, 
former democratic candidate for lieutenant 
governor, tonight made public a letter he had 
just received from William J. Bryan, deal- 
ing with the railroad question. The letter 
was in response to one from Mr. Whitney, 
in which he asked: ; 

* Whether in your judgment there is any 
danger that regulation will be carried to the 
point of preventing a reasonable return on 
money invested in the railroads of the coun- 
try, and whether incase of the adoption of 
government ownership by the nation or by 
the several states the stockholders could ex- 
pect to receive a price equal to the value of 
the physical railroad properties?” 


Bryan Explains Views. 

Mr. Bryan writes in part as follows: 

“I am in favor of both national and state 
regulation, and I also believe that public 
ownership is the ultimate solution of the 
railroad question. ; 

“In my discussions on this subject I have 
pointed out that because of the danger of 
centralization in ownership by the federal 
government of gill the lines, I prefer a system 
in which the federal government will be con- 
fined to the necessary trunk lines and the 
ownership of the rest of the lines be left to 
the states. 

“ This, however, is not an immediate ques- 
tion; at least, I am not sure that the people 
are ready to consider the question of public 
ownership, and until they are ready to con- 
sider that question the interest is centered in 
regulation. 


Regulation, Not Confiscation. 


* A# am advocate of regulation of the strict- 
est soft I can say to you that there is no 
danger whatever that this regulation wil! be 


carried to the point of preventing a reason- 


able return on money invested in the rail- 
roads of the country. 

“I also assure you that whenever public 
ownership is adopted by the states or by the 
nation the stockholders may expect to re- 
ceive a price at least equal to the value of 
the physical properties of the road. 

‘* But no such assurance ought to be neces- 
sary, because the public hag shown no dis- 
position to reduce railroad earnings to a 
point which would deny a reasonable return.” 

Mr. Bryan added that if stock which pays 


a 5 per cent dividend sells at par, the law 
should limit dividends to 6 per cent, in order 
to provide for possible fluctuation in busi- 
ness.

FRENCH SOLDIERS 


Foree of 3,000 Men Oceupies 
Town of Oudja Without 
Slightest Opposition. 


MEN OUTSIDE THE GATES. 


Governor Says Quarrel Will Not 
Prevent Cordial Re- 
lations. 


PARIS, March 29.—The war department 
has received a dispatch from Gen. Liautey, 
saying that the occupation of Oudja, Morocco, 
has been carried out according to instructions 
and that, thanks to the admirable arrange- 


The governor and a number of Moorish 
officers rode out to meet the French column. 
The governor told Col. Felineau that he re- 
signed himself to the inevitable, and that the 
differences between the two governments 
would not prevent him from maintaining the 
most cordial relations with the French au- 
thorities. 


Soldiers Are Welcomed. 

The population of Oudja showed much 
pleasure at the arrival of the French col- 
umn, believing that its presence will do 
much to promote security and protect com- 
merce, 

Although it is impossible to say how long 
the occupation of Oudja will be continued, 
it is not probable that the entire force of 
8,000 men will remain for. long on Moroc- 
can territory. 


Will Withdraw Gradually. 


As s0on as the power of France has been 
accomplished, the greater portion of the 
column of occupation will be withdrawn 
gradually, leaving at Oudja only the few 
hundred men who are necessary for the pre- 
servation of order. 

Col. Reidel, chief of staff, who already hag 
taken over the administration of Oudja, said 
today that everything led him to believe that 
the occupation would have a widespread and 
salutary effect upon Morocco. 

All the Moroccan chiefs of the region are 
coming in tomorrow, when Col. Reidel will 
explain the circumstances of the occupation 
to them.

Ban Francisco, Cal., March 20.—[Special.}— 
The report that the investigation of official 
corruptness in San Francieco probably would 
be halted pwing to lack of funds was denied 
today by Rudolph Spreckels, who by backing 
the prosecution with his fortune made the 
present investigation possible. He said: 

‘Contributions from citizens to the fund 
of $100,000 guaranteed by me before the com- 
méncement of the bribery graft investigation 
are coming in steadily, though slowly. They 
are in amounts ranging from $20 to $1,000 and 
more."" 

“In the event that the ultimate total of 
subscriptions falls short of the $100,000 guar- 
anteed, will you make the deficit good?” 
Mr. Spreckels was asked. 

He replied: ‘I certainly will, and ff it 
costs more than $100,000 to complete this 
prosecution it will make no difference. Those 
engaged in ite furtherance will never be ham- 
pered by lack of funds, no matter what the 
bill may be. 


Hunt Is for “Big Game.” 


“The work of investigating will not be 
suspended until every bit of rottenness has 
been fully exposed. We fully expect to land 
behind the bars of the penitentiary every 
giver of bribes and the ‘higher up’ the of- 
fender the more vigorous wil! be his pursuit. 

* We do not, however, expect to send every 
bribetaker to prison. Some of the miserable 
men who sold themselves to the corporations 
must be granted immunity for their testi- 
mony, which is worth more to us asevidence 
of the guilt of high corporation officials than 
their own incarceration would be.”’ 


Schmitz Plans Uncovered.

EVERY BREWERY IN ST. LOUIS 
TIED UP BY WORKERS’ STRIKE. 


850 Men Walk Out of 23 Plants 
When Sliding Scale Is Refused— 
More Ship Workers Quit. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 20.—In an effort to 
enforce demands for increased wages made 
by members of the United Brewery Workers’ 
union, about 850 brewery workers walked 
out of the twenty-three breweries in St. 
Louls today. 

The ‘strike followed. a conference between 
representatives of the brewery workers, Na- 
tional] Secretary Kemper of the United Brew- 
ery Workers’ union, and representatives of 
the boss brewers, during which the boss 
brewers refused to grant the sliding scale 
increase demanded of from 5 to 60 per cent, 
and endeavored to effect a settlement by a 
general increase of 6 percent. They finally 
offered a general increase of $1 a week to each 
employé. The offer was made too late today 
to stop the strike, and the walkout took 
place, halting work in every St. Louls brew- 
ery. The total membership of the United 
Brewery Workers’ union is 8,000. 

The demands for increased wages, it is 
stated, were based on the grounds of in- 
creased cost of living. 

In East St. Louis forty brewers in the two 
breweries walked out when the 8t. Louis 
strike was declared. 

More Ship Workers Out. 

Lorain, O., March 20.—Because the Amerf- 
ican Shipbuilding company employed strike 
breakers and private detectives_all the men 
remaining at work in the yards here walked 
out today. Six hundred were out before, 
making 1,600 men now on strike. 


COMPANY ACCUSES EX-OFFICIAL 


William 0. Hadley, Former Manager of 
Shoe Cement Manufacturing 
Coneern, Arrested. 


Lynn, Mass., March. 29.—William O. Had- 
ley, former manager and treasurer of the 
Hadley Cement company, makers of shoe 
cement, was arrested this afternoon on @ 
charge of embezzlement of $2,300 from the 
company. He later wae released on bail. 

An expert accountant who made an exami- 
nation of the books of the company reported 
irregularities aggregating $34,000. 

Hadley maintains thet he has done nothing 
criminal and that his arrest is the outcome of 
a misunderstanding of his system of book- 
keeping.

THE CAMPAIGN OF SLANDER. 

One-half of the platform on which May- 
or Dunne was nominated is devoted to the 
traction question. The council ordinances 
for its settlement are held up to scorn and 
the condemnation of the street car prop- 
erties is put forward as the only accept- 
able mode of dealing with the question. 
The election of Mayor Dunne was urged 
in order that that policy might be carried 
out. 

Mayor Dunne set out to make the ordi- 
nances the great issue of his campaign, 
but it was not long before the men, 
keener sighted than he is, who are run- 
ning his campaign, saw that the ordi- 
nances were popular, and that if the 
mayor confined himself to attacking them 
there was no chance for him. They got 
up a new plan of campaign based exclu- 
sively on “ evil speaking, lying, and slan- 
dering.”’ 

It was said the other day of Mayor 
Dunne by a man who has watched his 
wabbling course, “ when he puts himeelf 
anywhere he stands somewhere else.” 
The day when he was nominated he spoke 
of Mr. Busse as “much beloved and re- 
spected,”” “‘a warm blooded, kind hearted 
man, whose word is as good as his bond,” 
The mayor said: “I hope he will return 
in good health, and no one will be before 
me in extending a cordial and hearty wel- 
come.” All this he said, knowing that 
Mr. Busse was to be the republican can- 
didate. : 

The “cordial and hearty welcome” 
which Mr. Busse has received has con- 
sisted of shameless and villainous abuse. 
If Mayor Dunne had stood where he put 
himself when he praised Mr. Busse he 
would have repudiated and denounced the 
rufianly methods of the men who were 
managing his campaign. If he could not 
have choked off the imported b!ackguards 
who were traducing his adversary he 
could at least have said to the public that 
all this was against his wishes. He did 
nothing of the kind. If he could bé elect- 
ed only by slander and calumny he was 
ready to be elected on those terms. 

Previous mayoralty contests in Chicago 
have been free from the fish wife meth- 
eds which are being used in Mayer 
Dunne’s interest. Those methods did not 
originate in Chicago. They were brought 
from New York, where they were iInef- 
fective, in the desperate hope that they 
might work here. Next Tuesday will 
show whether the voters of Chicago will 
resent or submit to the tactics of the 
bully and the blackguard that have been 
introduced this year. A vote for Busse 
will be a vote for clean politics and for a 
man who is true to his word, who does 
not praise a man and then attack his 
character, and who, as mayor, will adniin- 
ister city affairs honestly and efficiently. 
He has said that he will do it if elected, 
and, as Mayor Dunne has said, “ his word 
is as good as his bond.” 


THE GROWTH OF cHIcAGo. 

Everybody who has eyes in his head 
knows that the population of Chicago has 
been growing during the last six years, 
There are more people on the streets and 
in the stores. There is an increased num- 
ber of cats on the surface and elevated 
roads, but they are crowded worse than 
they were six years ago. The process of 
covering vacant territory with flats has 
been going on uninterruptedly. Wherever 


‘ene goes in the outlying districts the busy 


builder is at work providing quarters for 
the new comers. . 

There has been a steady growth in the 
city’s output of manufactured products. 
That could not have been accomplished 
without a materia] increase in the number 
of workers. It is for their aecommoda- 
tion that old plants have been enlarged 
and new ones built. There are residence 
districts which find it impossible to pro- 
tect themselves against the encroach- 
ments of the factories. 

The estimate of the census bureau puts 
the net gain of population in six years at 
350,640. The bureau assumes that the 
percentage of growth since 1900 has been 
sibstantially what it was between 1890 
and 1900. The estimate partakes some- 
what of the nature of a guess, and there 
are enthusiasts who will say that it is not 
high enough, and that the estimate of the 
census. bureau ‘that Clilcago has a popu- 
lation of 2,049,195 is short of the mark b 
half a million. 3 

Nobody knows exactly how much Chi- 
cago has grown during the last six years, 
and as the figures of the census bureau 
are by no means discreditable, , they may 
as well be accepted provisionally. The 
estimated increase exceeeds the total pop- 


ulation of the city in 1870. 


If there are citizens who think’ the 
growth in population ought to be more 
rapid they’can do something to help mat- 
ters along. They can vote for Fred Busse, 


an efficient municipal administration, and ‘ 


a better and more attractive city. There 
is no question that the progress of Chicago 
has been hampered by bad street car 
service, by the failure to make needed 
public improvements, and by the general 
incompetency of the Dunne administra- 
tion. There are men who would have es- 
tablished in Chicago industries which 
would have bronght many workers here 
if the city had been well governed. If 
Chicago has the right kind of mayor dur- 
ing the next four years—a mayor who 
will work for a greater and grander Chi- 
cago—the census returns for 1910 will 
show what good government is worth to a

: SOUTHERN PROSPERITY. 

The recerftly developed interest of the 
south in immigration is but a reflection of 
the great prosperity which that section of 
the country is now enjoying. The indica- 
tions are that this year’s cotton crop will 
bring a return of more than $700,000,000, 
an amount exceeding by $800,000,000 the 
total gold production of ~the world for 
1906. The larger part of this money will 
come from Hurope. When a comparison 
ix made between the cotton crops of the 
last six years and those of the six years 
preceding that period it is seen that there 
has been an increase in aggregate value 
oS Sane ae 6 Meton: nd. & qearter det- 

rs. 

At the same time there has been a 
Bteady development of other agricultural 
interests, the grain crop from the south, 
for example, amounting to more than 
800,000,000 bushels in 1906, while many 
other minor products showed a satisfac- 
tory gain. This prosperity has brought 
relief from financial difficulties. Farm 
mortgages have been paid off in large 
numbers,.and the savings banks have had 
@ witrked increase in the amount of de 
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‘are taken into account that the 
need of more laborers is felt. 

It is estimated that the value of prcp- 
erty in the south increased in 1905 §$2,- 
600,000,000 over the figures for 1905, Farm 
lands are steadily advancing in value, and 
timber, coal, and iron properties show like 
improvement. In these last respects .the 
north is likely to lead for a long time, but 
the fact that the south has natural re- 
sources in reserve is not to be forgotten. 
The situation is one which means content- 
ment for the people and a far more hope- 
ful outlook for the future. 

If now a fair share of the skilled labor- 
ers from foreign countries can be diverted 
to the south and opportunity be thus given 
for the development of the;varied forms 
of industry which can flourish there, a 
new era will begin for the people of that 
region. Facilities for intercommunication 
and transportation will be wonderfully im- 
proved. Oommerce of many kinds will in- 
crease, and there will be great accumula- 
tions of wealth. From almost every point 
of view the outlook for the southern peo 
ple is one full of hope. 


THE PHILIPPINE ASSEMBLY 

On July 30 the Filipinos will be per 
mitted to choose representatives to a pop- 
ular assembly which will become the 
lower house of a bicameral legislature, 
the members of the Philippine government 
forming the upper chamber. 

This body will be a forum for the ex- 
pression of popular. sentiment. It will 
afford an opportunity for the representa- 
tives of the people to discuss problems of 
vital interest. It will be a help to the 
insular government in ite difficult task by 
showing it what the leaders among the 
island peoples favor. Its membership will 
be selected from the Christian tribes, none 
from the pagan groups being permitted 
“to vote. 

There will not be an entire freedom of 
legislation, however, since the upper house 
will form a conservative chamber which 
will have a practical veto on all enact- 
ments of the popular body. This limita- 
tion is a wise one, since it is by no means 
certain whether the natives are ready for 
self-government. Not much danger, there- 
fore, will attend the granting of this 
small degree of participation in the af- 
fairs of the islands, while the future gain 
may be notable. If the experiment proves 
a success and there develop capable and 
conservative men worthy of trust, it will 
be an easy step to grant to them wider 
freedom and greater opportunities. 

The Filipino students who have been 
attending the colleges and universities of 
the United States during the last few 
years have made a favorable impression 
in the main, their earnestness and zeal 
for self-improvement commending them to 
their instructors. The progress of the 
natives in the schools at home has been 
marked also, and the opinion held by 
Americans of these wards of the nation 
is much higher than it was when the war 
was over. 

The idea of the proposed assembly of 
representatives is a popular one in this 
country, and the outcome of the experi- 
ment will be watched with sympathetic 
and hopeful! interest.

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ORD LIVERPOOL’S death serves to 
recall the fact that it was as earl of 
Liverpool that the late Willlam &£. 
Gladstone was at one moment on the 
point of being raised to the peerage. 

There was a time when he was ‘not only will- 
ing but even anxious to wind up his won- 
derful career in the house of lords, providing 
that the earldom bestowed upon him could 
be that of Liverpool, a city with which he 
was so greatly identified by family and po- 
litical associations. It is claimed thet only 
when he found that there were insuperable 
obstacles to his taking thé title of earl of 
Liverpool that he declined to consider any 
further the idea of accepting a peerage, and 
made up his mind to die as he had lived, plain 
William E. Gladstone. 

The obstacles were in the form of objections 
raised by the last of the Jenkinsons, the ear! 
of Liverpool's maternal grandson, Cecil 
George Foljambe, who, In 1893, was created 
Lork Hawksbury. It is a matter of unwrit- 
ten law in England that no newly created 
peer should select as his title one which has 
belonged to a& family which is still in ex- 
istence and which has expectations of hav- 
ing the dignity in question revived in its 
favor by the crown. These expectations 
were realized in the case of Lord Hawksbury, 
for on being appointed lord steward of the 
royal household on the accession to power 
of the present liberal administration, the 
earldom of Liverpool last held by his moth- 
er’s father was recalled into existence in his 
favor by King Edward. 

> 

Whereas the late earl was a sailor by pro- 
fession, his successor, @ man of about 87 
years of age, united in childless marriage 
with the daughter of Lord Monck, is a sol- 
dier, and served with his corps, the rifle 
brigade, in the South African wer. He 
comes by his name of Foljambe, as also by 
hig peerages, through the distaff side of the 
house. The Foljambes played a great role 
in the reign of Henry II. and Edward I. 
The family became extinct in the male line 
in 1751, when Francis Moore of Welton hall, 
Yorkshire, succeeded to the estates of his 
mother’s brother, Thomas Foljambe, the last 
of his line, whose nameand title he assumed, 
by virtue of an act of parliament bearing the 
date of the third year of the reign of George 
ITl, 
George Foljambe, grandfather of the new 
earl, married Lady Selina Jenkinson, daugh- 
ter and heiress of the last Lord Liverpool of 
the Jenkinson creation. This peer was lord 
steward of the household for several years 
during the early part of the reign of Queen 
Victoria. The first of the Jenkinson earls of 
Liverpool commanded the Royal Horse 
guards at the battle of Dettingen, famous as 
the last battle in which a king of England 
took actual part, participating in thecavalry 
charges. He played a notable rdéle in politics 
during the reign of George III. His son, the 
second earl of Liverpool, was secretary of 
state for foreign affairs and prime minister 
of England for seventeen years, and it was 
his half brother and successor who wes the 
third and last Lord Liverpool of the Jenkin- 
eon line. 


a 

The office of lord steward of the household 
held by the late earl, and which now becomes 
vacant, is the most dmportant of the court 
of St. James, and dates from the reign of 
the first of the Norman kings, when the lord 
steward bore -the title of grand seneschal 
of the palace. He receives his charge imme- 
diately from the sovereign in person, on the 
nomination of the premier, and the tenure of 
his office depends upon the existence of the 
cabinet. As lord steward he takes prece- 
dence over all dukes who do not happen to 
be princes of the reigning house. His in- 
signia of office isa white wand or staff, which 
he carries in the presence of the sovereign, 
but which on state occasions, when the mon- 
arch és not present, is borne before him by 
a footman, bareheaded. At the death of the 
sovereign from whom he has received the 
white staff he breaks it over the royal bier 
at the close of the obsequies to indicate that 
his office has ceased. But while it lasts his 
authority extendas over the entire court, and 
the board of green cloth, of which heis pres- 
ident, exercises jurisdiction independent of 
the ordinary tribunals of the land overall 
the inmates of the royal palaces and the peo- 
ple connected therewith. Indeed, he has the 
right of life and death ever offenders. 

Aa the late Lord Liverpool has been in il! 
health fer some months past, Lord Farquhar 
has been acting as lord steward of the house- 
hold in his stead. But there is not much 
likelihood of his being promoted to the place. 
For it would entail his resignation of the 
mastership of the household, which he now 
holds, and which isa nonpolitical office, quite 
independent of ministerial changes. More- 
over, Lord Farquhar does not belong to the 
political party now in office. Owing to the 
scarcity of liberal peers of high rank quali- 
fied for the work and the difficulty of finding 
a suitable successor, it is quite possible that 
Lord Liverpool's office of lord steward may 
remain unfilled and the present makeshift 
arrangement of having the dutfes performed 
by Lord Farquhar be continued.

Incidentally; it may be mentioned that 
there is not a word of truth fn the ridiculous 
story cabled to this country the other day, 
and published all over the United States, ac- 
cording to which the young duchess of Man- 
chester, daughter of Eugene Zimmerman of 
Cincinnati, had been appointed lady in wait- 
ing to the queen. The fact of the duchess 
being an American debars her from member- 
ship of the queen’s household. The queen's 
ladies in waiting are obliged to be the daugh- 
ters of peers and of British birth and parent- 
age, the law to this effect having been de- 
vised in olden times to prevent the foreign 
consorts of English sovereigns from sur- 
rounding themselves with allen attendants. 
It was on this account that Queen Alex- 
andra, on the accession of her husband to 
the throne, was compelled to dispense with 
the services of the Danish born widowed 
Duchesse d’Otrante,. who -had been one of 
her ladies in waiting ever since she (that is, 
the queen) came to England’on her marriage 
thirty-seven years previously. I may add 
that Miss Charlotte Knollys was only able 
to remain by the side of that royal mistress 
whom she had served so faithfully and de- 
votedly’ by the king granting her through 
patent status and precedence as a peer’s 
daughter. .

Considerable confusion has been caused by 
the cable dispatches announcing the demise 
of a member of the illustrious and historic 
house of Arenberg on Tuesday last: - The dis- 
patches intimated that the death was that 
of Engelbert of Arenberg, who is duke and 
prince and chief of the family; whereas it is 
his uncle, Prince Francis, who has just been 
gathered to his fathers. Prince Francis, a 
chum of Prince Bilow, was formerly in the 
diplomatic service, and for a considerable 
time past has been active as a member of the 
imperial reichstag and also of the Prussian 
legislature. 

The Arenbergs are descended from that 
Robert de la Marck whose name is familiar 
to all the readers of the novels of Walter 
Scott, ang at the close of the eighteenth cen- 
tury one of the-sons of the then duke of 
Arenberg, a count de la Marck, was the 
friend of Mirabeau and acted as the go- 
between in the relations of that celebrated 
statesman and Queen Marie Antoinette. . 

Another ancestor of the dukes and princes 
of Arenberg was that famous Flemish pa- 
triot, Count Egmont, whose tragic fate has 
furnished the theme of one of Goethe's most 
stirring dramas, and resulted in that insur- 
rection which culminated in the emancipa- 
tion of the Netherlands from Spanish 
thraldom. - Bgmont’s - historic’ mansion 
passed into the possession of the Arenberg 
family some time after his execution, and 
the very trees In the ground still exist, under 
the shade of which the historic interview be- 
tween the prince of Orange and Count Eg- 
mont took place. The Spanish duke of Alba 
was approaching with hig army. The prince 
of Orange had resolved to flee, abandoning 
his possessions. Egmont, in spite of his en- 
treaties, determined to remain, hoping there- 
by to prevent the confiscation of his palace 
and art treasures. “Adieu, prince sans 

** was the count’s farewell to the prince 
of Orange. ‘ Adieu, comte sans téte,”” was 
the ominous rejoinder of the prince. And his 
prediction was fulfilled. For the count lost 
his head on the square in front of his palace 
as the most illustrious of all the victims of 
the cruel Spanish duke of Alba.

principal features in this selection. The per- 
formance by Mr. Stock and his men was an 
excellent one and was sp true and sincere in 
spirit. that it left the chidience hushed and: 
thoughtful rather than! excited and enthu- 
siastic. There was applause when the num- 
ber was concluded, but it was not of long 
duration or loud. The auditors paid the di- 
rector and his men the higher, finer tribute 
of showing that they were impressed by the 
noble music and its dignified, reverent per- 
formance. 

Rarely have the “ Parsifal’’ excerpte—the 
Prelude, the ** Good Friday Spell,” the Trans- 
formation, and the Glorification—been read 
with finer understanding or more effectively 
played, and this despite the fact that the 
atmospheric conditions in the hall made the 
entire afternoon one trying for the instru- 
mentalists. Pitch values seemed peculiarly 
difficult to maintain in their integrity. 

The “ Parsifal’”’ selections formed the lat- 
ter half of the program. The first half was 
skillfully constructed end led smoothly and 
effectively from Mozart to Wagner. It be- 
gan with the Overture to Mozart's ** Mar- 
riage of Figaro,”” was followed by the Haydn 
Symphony in G-major (B. & H. edition No.

He came to his desk and rapped 
for order, but a large quota of rustlers 
seemed to be present, and the stir and noise 
did not cease. He waited the usual time, and 
then stepped decisively down from his desk. 
The unusual act called the audience to in- 
stant attention, and a silence so deep it. 
could be felt followed. Then mounting the 
platform again he gave the signal, and the 
first light whirl of the merry overture came 
clear and distinct to the ears of every person 
in the hall. The performance was the acme 
of crispness, blitheness, and musical joyous- 
ness. Technically it was of the highest virtu- 
oso character, but interpretativély in the 
finest Mozart spirit. It was inspiring and 
invigorating, and the audience received It 
with acclaim. 

Then came the Haydn Symphony, played 
in commemoration of the 175th anniversary 
of the birth of the man whose sweet nature 
and sunny music won him from his contem- 
poraries and from all the later music world 
the loving title of ‘‘ Papa Haydn."”" Thesym- 
phony, so simple, so clear, so filled with 
melody, and so vital with what seems the 
“true spirit of music, was exquisitely given by 
Mr. Stock and the orchestra, and the audi- 
ence, waxing enthusiastic, insisted upon the 
leader returning and bowing his acknow!l- 
edgments after the work was ended and he 
had retired from the stage.

The Sinding Concerto brought forward as 
soloist Francis Macmillien, the young vio- 
linist who in three recitals here this seaton 
has won approval and admiration. He chose 
a composition which fitted him well. It Is 
written in uncommonly effective manner, is 
this concerto of the Norwegian composer—it 
is rich in frank, big lined melody, which flows 
freely and spontaneously, and it is harmon- 
ically and orchestrally supplied with much 
that is original and interesting, and invaria- 
bly attractive. It is one of the most taking 
violin concertos by a modern composer that 
have been heard here, and yesterday. it found 
brilliant presentment at the hands of Mr. 
Macmillen and the orchestra. 

The young violinist has a tone which, while 
not large, is of uncommon beauty and of fine 
carrying power. It is a tone which lends 
sensuous charm to all melodic phrases, and 
which becomes brilliant in more rapid work. 
The undue sentimentality which when Mr. 
Macmilien first was heard marred the worth 
of his playing was agreeably absent. He dis- 
closed admirable breadth and virility, deliv- 
ering the strong musical message contained 
in the first section of the concerto with a 
positiveness and authority that compelled 
sincere approval. The fluent melody of the 
Andante he gave with great tonal beauty ana 
with interpretative sweep, and the tricky jig 
of the rondo was held firm and exact, so that 
orchestra and soloist were kept in correct 
relationship throughout, @ result not easy of 
accomplishment. 

The audience was enthusiastic, and after 
numerous recalls was rewarded with a per- 
formance of a Bach fugue for violin alone, a 
number which proved less satisfactory for 
the performer than did the concerto. 

The same program will be given tonight,

‘FELICITY’ IS ASTAGE STORY 


ANY years ago I was reading sev- 
eral thousand manuscripts written 
by children for a series of prizes 
offered by an afternoon newspaper 
in this city, with the express stipu- 

lation that manuscripts not awarded prizes 
er accord e honor of publication should 
be thrown in the waste basket. Out of the 
thousands of children who contributed their 
little literary treasures but one dissented 
from this arrangement. One little girl with 
nice braids and pleasant brown eyes ap- 
peared upon the scene asking for her manu- 
script. She prized it, and I was glad of the ex- 
cuse to open @ correspondence with her. I’ve 
forgotten the outcome of the matter, but, 
enyway, the child who respected her manu- 
script has here before me today a delightful 
novel. The child—no longer a child—is Miss 
Clara E. Laughlin. The novel is called 
“ Felicity ’ (Scribners), and it is a study in 
the pains and penalties of success. 

Felicity is the name of a girl of interesting 
parentage, who, early left an orphan, is 
given over to the care of some austere New 
England relatives. She is an intense, pas- 
sionate little creature with a remarkabe his- 
trionic talent, which circumstances foster. 
She becomes the pupil and child intimate of 
1a famous and beloved actor of the time—a 
genial, wonderful comedian, wise with much 
wisdom, and past master of the actor’s art. 
Under his tuition she learns life and her art. 
His character is the most lovable one in the 
book, and his utterances may well serve as a 
guide to others beside Felicity. 

“ Why, when we mean only the best and 
are willing to do right at any cost, ought 
things like this to happen to us?” a lady asks 
him when she has been overtaken by a dis- 
aster. 

“The chances of the road!’’ said the smil- 
ing old philosopher. “ It’s taking the chances 
handsomely that makes men and women of 
us. It’s the brave spirit, unfaltering because 
the luck of the road was rough, that’s 
kept the old world a good place to live in, 
that’s made the highwaya road o’ royel com- 
pany. Nobody's wafted to the heights, dear 
lady; the climbing’s rough and full o’ perils.”’ 

Felicity soaked this wisdom into the pores 
of her soul, so to speak, and years after, 
when her life became complicated, and right 
and wrong were almost ag indistinguishable 
as two black dominoes at a masque ball, 
and she was about to marry a man whom she 
had ceased to love deeply, she explained her 
own code to a friend. 

*O, you didn’t understand,’’ she cries to 

r friend. “I knew you couldn't... Nobody 
could, except the old man! He’d know! He 
said it was sheer churlishness to refuse 
everything because you can’t have what you 
want most. He said great spirits never had 
what they wanted—that they wouldn't have 
been great spirits if they could get what 
they wanted—and that they always did the 
best they could with what fate had allowed 
them. He said the world is full o’ folks 
doing the best they can-—-not what they want 
to do, but-what they can—and that he 
wouldn’t wish to live unless he belonged to 
that valorous army! He wouldn’t be shocked 
because I’m not blind with love, nor expect- 
ing perfect happiness—but just lonely, intol- 
erably lonely, and tired of my awful wish- 
fulness."’ 

The book is dedicated to “ lonely people” 
and the petted, admired, enriched heroine 
knows almost every phase of loneliness. She 
is married to an amiable pagan, who never 
gets any further than just to do “ the decent 
thing.” It is magnificent luck rather than 
anything else that. in the end permits him 
in being “‘ decent ’’ to become a hero. 

The book is of the humanest variety. The 
stage itself and the life of it is removed from 
that artificial atmosphere in which writers 
like to put it, and is made es matter of fact 
as it really is. The quick impulses and 
warm generosities of it are portrayed, as 
well as the animosities and the frresponsi- 
bilities. I never read a book in which stage 
folk are made so probable as they are in 
** Felicity.” 

In spite of the charm of the heroine, and 
the pathetic drama of her life, the significant 
character of the book realy is Phineas Mor- 
ton, “ The Old Man,”’ and ‘Felicity becomes 
really great only as she approaches him in 
experience and feeling. It is the gallant 
view of lifa which he had and which she 
came to have that gives the story its high 
and harmonious tone. 

The book is sympathetically illustrated by 
Alice Barber Stevens. One might complain 
of overpunctuation—a few hundred commas 
could be put back in the case with improve- 


ment to the story. 
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Arthur Rickett chose an engaging subject 
for a series of essays when he selected 
“THE VAGABOND IN LITERATURE.” 
This gave him leave to write of William 
Hazlitt, Thomas de Quincey, George Borrow, 
Henry Thoreau, Robert Louis Stevenson, 
Richard Jefferies, and Walt Whitman. It 
gave him leave, too, to quote at length, and 
to place upon his title page this enchanting 
quotation from Lavengro: 

‘“‘There’s night and day, brother, both 
sweet things; sun, moon, and stars, brother, 
all sweet things; there's likewise a wind 
on the heath.” 

To travel for an afternoon in the compan- 
lonship of men who felt the truth of this to 
the core of their virile bodies is quite worth 
while, and Mr. Rickett effects introductions 
without embarrassment, and puts the reader 
on the best terms with these gypsily inclined 
gentry. 

Taken on the whole, writes Mr. Rickett, the 
English literary Vagabond is a man of joy—not 
necessarily a cheerful man. A man. serious and 
silent, may be a joyful man; he can scarcely be a 
cheerful man. The joyfulness of the Vagabond is 
no mere light hearted graceful spirit. It is of a 
hardy and virile nature—a quality not to be crushed 
by misfortune or sickness. Outwardly neither the 
lives of Hazlitt nor De Quincey were what we would 
call happy. Both had to fight hard against ad- 
verse fates for many years; both had delicate con- 
stitutions, which entailed weary and protracted 
periods of feeble health. 

But there was a fundamental serenity about 
them. At the end of a hard and fruitless struggle 
with death, Hazlitt murmured: “ Well, I’ve had 
a happy life.” De Quincey, at the close of his long 
and varied life, showed the same tranquil stoiciem 
that had carried him through his many difficulties, 

Joyfulness permeates Thoreau’s philosophy of 
life; and until his system was shettered by a pain- 
ful and incurable complaint Jefferies had the same 
splendid capacity for enjoyment, « duge satisfac- 
tion in noting the splendor and rich plenitude of 
the earth. Whitman's fine optimism defied every 
attack from without and within; and the deliber- 
ate happiness of Stevenson when temptation to 
despondency was strong, is one of his most attrac- 
tive characteristics. 

So runs the book, with seemly comment 
and with delight in valorous vagrancy.

Writer in. an Amusement Magazine 
Points Out How mer Could Stop the 
Imposition. 


A remedy ine the theater ticket speculating 


writer in the April number of the Theater, 
a New York magazine devoted to theatrical 
affairs, which will appear today. 

Tn an‘ article on “The Truth About the 
Theater Ticket Speculator” the writer says 
if theater managers want their tickets on 
sale at hotels “for the convenience of the 
traveling public’ they should establish 
agencies and pay the sellers a commission 
for thé work. 

“The idea of the speculation in theater 
tickets,"’ the writer goes on, *‘ seems a part 
and parcel of the idea of @ premium upon 
cost—cornering a market for a given com- 
‘modity and then to hold up the consumer. 
The par value of any theater ticket is the 
price stamped upon its face, the value the 
manager has placed upon it, according to its 
location in his theater; just as some stocks 
are common and preferred and some bonds 
first, second; or third lien upon the property 
they represent. 

“It would surprise a good ‘many to learn 
that there are a large number of snobs who 
think it adds td their existence to pay $2.50 
for a $2 ticket and thus prove their worldly 
superiority.” 

On the subject of hotel pesontatory. the arti- 
cle states: 

“ It is péinted out that ‘the hotel specula- 
tor’s status is established by public con- 
venience. Yet even here there is no excuse 
for the sale of any ticket at any more than 
the box office price. The manager has it 
within his power to abate the speculating 
nuisance and imposition upon the public by 
paying a commission to the hotel ticket 
seller, just as any other merchant pays fer 
the sale of his merchandise.” 


PEARY TO LECTURE TONIGHT. 


Explorer’s First Chicago Appearance on 
Platform Will Deal with Experi- 
ences in Arctic Regions. 


Commander Robert E. ‘Peary, U.8.N.. who 
has never been heard on the lecture platform 
in Chicago, will lecture at the Auditorium 
tonight on “ Farthest North.” Gov. Deneen 
will probably preside. Commander Peary's 
lecture has been given in Boston,:New York. 
and other eastern cities, and has attracted 
attention, particularly among educators and

He will recount and illustrate with his own 
pictures the experiences th@t he-and his 
crew encountered in their last trip to the 
frozen regions on the Roosévelt in 1905-'06.

‘‘farthest north.'’ It was at the banquet of 
the society, attended by the diplomatic corps 
and the president's cabinet and officers of the 
army and navy.
